Adam and Eve: Temptation and Sin 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL JESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The 
International 
Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for July 
12 is Genesis 3, the Golden Text 
being Ezekiel 18:4, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die.”) 


THE STORY of man* disobedi­ 
ence to the first command laid 
upon him is the subject of the les­ 
son today. 
The Lord God had placed Adam 
and Eve in this beautiful garden 
where they had everything that 
heart could 
wish, There was 
plenty to eat without working for 
it; all the beasts had been named 
and were subservient to Adam, 
and life was very beautiful to 
Adam and Eve. Of the fruit of all 
the trees in the garden were they 
permitted to eat. save one—the 
tree of the knowledge of good and 
evil. 
But “the serpent was more sub­ 
til than any fyeast of the field 
which the Lord God had made.” 
Of course serpents in our day do 
not speak, so it must have been 
an evil spirit which spoke to Eve 
out of the serpent's body. 
“Yea. hath God said. Ye ahall 
not cat of every tree of the gar­ 
den ?” he asked her. 
We may eat of the fruit of 
every tree in the garden except 
one, Eve answered—the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. “God 
hath said. Ye shall not eat it. 
neither shall ye touch it, lest ye 
die." 
Now God had not said Just that. 
He had said if they ate of it they 
would d|e, not lf they touched it. 
so you see Eve was exaggerating. 
if not lying. She knew very well 
that she should not have been 
standing talking to the serpent 
about such a thing, but have gone 
right away and avoided tempta­ 
tion 
The serpent answered her. “Ya 
shall not surely die for God doth 
know that in the day ye eat there­ 
of. then your eyes shall be opened, 
and ye shall be as gods. knowing 
good and evil.'* 
Yielding to Temptation 
That was indeed subtle, for the 
fruit of the tree looked particu­ 
larly tempting, and added to that 
it would make her wnae, the ser­ 
pent said. so she ate some of it, 
and offered some to Adam, and he 
too ate Now they had been creat­ 
ed wearing no clothes They were 
perfectly unselfconscious about it. 
as the primitive peoples are to­ 
day There was no reason why 
they should 
cover themselves 
They were beautiful, just as God 
had made them But now they be­ 
gan to feel naked and they made 


themselves aprons of fig leaves to 
cover them. 
“In the cool of the day,** they 
heard God calling them. They 
were accustomed to meet and talk 
with Him then, but now they were 
ashamed and hid. “Where art 
thou?" asked the Lord, and Adam 
answered, “I heard Thy vole# in 
the garden, and I was afraid, be­ 
cause I was naked; and I hid my­ 
self." 
"And He said, Who told thee 
thou wast nsked? Hast thou eat­ 
en of the tree, whereof I com­ 
manded thee that thou shouldst 
not eat?" 
"The woman whom Thou gay­ 
est to be with me, she gave me of 
the tree, and I did eat,” Adam an­ 
swered. It was a contemptible an­ 
swer. was it not ? Not a manly ad­ 
mission that he was wrong, but 
throwing the bisme on “the wom­ 
an Thou gayest to be with me." 
seeming to imply that God was to 
bisme for giving him the woman. 
And Eve, too. when she was 
asked about it said, “The serpent 
beguiled me. and I did eat.*' 
Then the Lord God cursed the 
serpent, saying that he should 
crawl on his belly all his days. and 
that there should be enmity be­ 
tween man and serpents forever. 
And to Adam and Eve the pun­ 
ishment was that they would no 
longer be allowed to live in the 
garden of Eden, but outside, 
where Adam must work for his 
bread by the sweat of his brow. 
Not only fruitful plants and trees 
would flourish there, but also 
thorns and thistles. He must till 
the ground and labor hard for the 
rest of his life, and his children 
after him. 
Eve must accompany him. and 
her children should be born with 
pain and suffering But the merci­ 
ful God provided them with gar­ 
ments of skins to cover them 
They were driven forth, and a 
cherubim with a flaming sword 
guarded the tree of life, leat these 
two who had disobeyed the good 
Gods command, should est also 
of the tree of life and live forever. 
Thus death, too. came by the dis­ 
obedience of these two whom God 
had made and provided for so 
abundantly 
No man, woman or child can 
live without obeying certain rules. 
Unhappiness and suffering, even 
death, come to those who disobey 
even earthly laws. Resist tempta­ 
tion Strive to live blamelessly, do­ 
ing what is right in the eyes of 
man. but even more, by the laws 
of God the Father, if you would 
really live. For “The soul that sin­ 
ned, it shall die."

“Get a fine, firm, level seed bed ? 
and then hurry out and sow your 
seed, just ahead of a rain, and 
about 
August 
15, 
gnd if the 
weather is seasonable, you’ll have 
a good crop." 
T hat* the recom­ 
mendation of G. E. Ted rick, Hills­ 
boro, Ohio RFD 5. He is the best j 
turnip raiser I have ever known. j 
and I have been on thousands of 
farm s in the com belt and in 
Texas and California, since I be- { 
fan writing this column about 25 
years ago. 
Try 
Mr. 
Tedrick* 
plan. 
It 
work#. 
You don’t need to cover I 
the seed at all. The rain will do 
that as it patters down and dis­ 
solves the small clods. 
He says 
that one year he had 30 bushels 
on a small patch, following early 
potatoes 
You can sow turnip seed aa late 
aa September I and often get a 
good crop, but this msy be a little 
too late especially lf we have an 
early frost. 
Turnip Kraut 
Several friends have mentioned 
that, and one suggested calling 
attention to it in my column. 
I 
refer to another Thomas Berry 
(Thomas T. Berry, of Lyndon, 
Ohio, teacher of Vocational Agri­ 
culture 
at 
South 
Salem 
and 
Boonville, in Roaa county I. 
The 
last time I visited him he pre­ 
pared the ground for his turnip 
crop, that he expect# to use for 
kraut. 
He cultivate# twice with 
an interval of two weeks, between 
cultivations, so as to kill all the 
weeds, before he sows the seed. 
He is planning to sow, Just before 
a rain, this year, and to let it 
cover the seed. 
You make turnip kraut Juat like 
you do cabbage kraut, and it la aa 
good or even much better, in the 
opinion of many people. 
Whit* Holland Turkeys 
They are increasing in popu­ 
larity, according to Millard Roa- 
aelott, owner and operator of the 
Highland 
County 
Hatchery, 
at 
Buford. Ohio. 
* The reason why 
this breed is m popular, and often 
sells at two cents above market 
price, is because the labor of 
dressing them is much less than 
for other breeds," Mr Rosselott 
explained

big demand today is for a amal!. 
easily dressed family turkey,” he 
continued. 
Ten 
to

Do Not Stake Tomatoes 
That's the sd vice of one of our 
long distance reader*, aa we think 
of him. Then he explained that a 
chicken could eat a tomato with 
much less effort off of the ground 
and if they were buay and Juat 
wanted to ruin some of the fruits 
for you, that thia was easier for 
them, too. 
Of course he was Juat "kidding 
me" as my little three year old 
grandson would express it, but he 
suggested 
the 
often 
discussed 
topic of staking tomatoes. 
, 
“To stake or not to stake. 
That* the question" as Shake- 
i a pea re would express it. 
Personally, I Uke to stake them 
for I just can’t raise many with­ 
out it, and I raise all the toma- 
I toes we want and enough for the 
children and some for the neigh­ 
bors. 
I heard several times thia week 
that the big canning factories rec­ 
ommend planting the crop hi rows 
about five feet apart and setting 
the plants about five to six feet 
apart in the row. “If you do this 
the fruits won’t rot as much as 
they will if you set the plants 
close together Uke moat of us do 
in our gardens.” 
Grata Fanning 
That briefly describes what I 
am doing Ibis Summer, especially 
with hogs. 
I have some stockers 
on a heavy bluegrass pasture, with 
a lot of white clover in it, that I 


am slopping twice a day, with a 
ration mad# by adding 300 pounds j 
of a 
commercial protein supple- * 
ment to 
1700 pound# of ytUow I 
corn meal, with two ears of corn 
apiece, twice a day, and plenty of | 
pure fresh water and abada near 
them all the time. 
The slop is 
thin, and has only about half a 
gallon of the grain ration in a two 
gallon bucket, but it ha# a small 
handbill of salt 
in 
it, that im­ 
proves the palatability, and adda 
a necessary mineral. 
You can almost tee these stock­ 
ers grow, and the feed cost is, 
very low. 
A Practical Feeding Flan 
This is 
a 
practical 
Summer 
feeding plan that my father and 
grandfather used for many years, 
at a time when three cent hogs 
was the usual thing and four cents 
was a high price. 
“You get meet of the feed from 
the pasture", I have often heard 
them say, “and if it la clover pas­ 
ture it la hard to beat it for grow­ 
ing hogs in Bummer and for fat­ 
tening them out.” 
While hogs 
are high now. as 
compared to what they were then, 
and there is a small margin of 
profit in raising or fattening them, 
it la still 
good business to have 
plenty of legume pasture in the 
feed lots. 
If you don't have this, 
they will do well on bluegrass pas­ 
ture, for it is * balanced for live­ 
stock and la very high in vita­ 
mines and eaaential minerals. 
nils ta especially true if you lime 
the bluegrass pasture at least once 
in three years, and apply about 250 
pounds per acre of super phos­ 
phate. The best time to apply the 
auper-phoapate, la 
very early In 
March. Moat men like to lune the 
pastures rn 
mid 
Summer, after 
harvest, when the ground is dry. 
and they have a little extra tune. 
A Defense for the Fear* Plasher 
Mrs. Berry recently called my 
attention to * defense of the fence 
pushing cow or horse. “Did you 
know that the grass, growing 
along the roadside, where it gets 
lime from the dust of passing traf­ 
fic is 
higher 
in 
minerals 
and 
vitamins, than that in the fields 
along the roads, 
and that this 
grass is probably 
more palatable 
and more valuable in the ration, 
than the grass in the field?” she 
asked 
Then abe told me of a 
report 
from some 
reliable 
agricultural 
service, that she beard on the ra­ 
dio. 
It was new information to 
me, but very intereating and we 
thought of value of our readers. 
Write some of the corn belt ex­ 
periment stations, or if you live 
in the West or the South-west, 
where we have many readers, get 
in touch with the station In your 
state, and ask them for their re­ 
commendations 
about improving 
the quality of your pastures. They 
will gladly give you thia informa­ 
tion, free of any charge, and it will 
be dollars and cents in your pock­ 
et, if you follow the recommenda­ 
tion# you get.

"I WOULD ADVISE you to 
retire," said my old friend, Dr. 
Adrian Gibba the other afternoon. 
"The only thing you were ever 
supposed to know anything about 
was nutrition and nowadays It ia

perfectly impossible for anybody 
to be an authority on nutrition be­ 
cause all the authorities disagree. 
"For instance, there ie year 
valued colleague who believes that 
high blood pressure, hardening of 
the arteries and all the conse­ 
quences of these conditions some 
from eating eggs, butter and milk. 
He has proved this to his own sat­ 
isfaction on rabbits. Every Christ­ 
mas he goes on a spree and eats 
one egg, drinks a glass of milk and 
eats an entire serving of butter on 
a piece of bread. This ii his con­ 
cession to tho vitamins. 
"Of count, his whoit theory is 
at variance with ths vitaminists 
who think that everybody should 
have an egg, a glass of milk, soma 
butter ones a day in order to pre­ 
vent starvation, fatigue, high blood 
preasun and avterioaderosis. 
Will Rate Reputatioa 
"Both of these crowds are equal­ 
ly eminent in th# field of nutrition. 
What ara you going to do about 
it? Your reputation will be ruined 
no matter what decision you maim. 
"I also find that than is some 
little difference among peopla in 
high authority about now to con­ 
trol the war by dict First, as sug­ 
gested by Dr. Robert R. Williams, 
a pioneer in tho field of vitamin 
restarch, vitamins control tho 
tides of world conquest by increas­ 
ing the pugnacity and crowding 
the populations of aggressor na­ 
tions who oat vitamin foods and 
at the same time reduce the birth 
rate and undermine the vigor of 
those nations destined to be van­ 
quished who aeglect vitamins ta 
their diet. 
"Contrary to that, and accord­ 
ing to Dr. Frederic Hoelzel, too 
much emphasis bas bean placed on 


the value of enriched foods Md 
vitamin preparations, because too 
much food and excessive catering 
to appetite can wreck empires aa 
well as individuals. 
Vitamins 
make them soft. 
, 
"In other words, according to 
the equally eminent authorities, 
plenty of vitamine make people 
war-like, or in the other opinion 
plenty of vitamine make people 
want to lie down and be peaceful. 
"You, my friend, are on a spot 
You have to decide and whichever 
way you decide, your reputation 
is bound to be gone. I would ad­ 
vise you to take a post-graduate 
course in dandelion culture and 
give up human nutrition entirely. 
Can’t Understand Experts 
“I admit I don’t quite under­ 
stand the experts myself. Just be­ 
fore the war I read an article about 
how the Germain could never do 
any fighting because their food 
had no vitamins. I also read the 
■ama thing about the Japanese. 
It seems they have been doing a 
little better than the nutritional 
experts predicted, for the nutri­ 
tional experts now say that the 
Germans have practiced the decor­ 
tication of grain for human U te by 
far the least extensively of all 
paople in Western Europe end 
that their efficiency and thorough­ 
ness is due to this. It is also said 
that the Japanese have a rich and 
complete diet conli sting in whole 
rice. That ia how they were able 
to overcome the English who eat 
nothing but roast beef, potatoes, 
tomatoes, eggs, milk, butter, yeast 
and other debilitating foods."

Mayor B tl H. Gordon exercised 
his veto power over council for 
the first time Friday when he re­ 
fused to approve a resolution vot­ 
ed July I which called for revolu­ 
tion of a previous resolution ask­ 
ing that the Columbus and South­ 
ern Ohio Electric company turn 
Streets lights on again. 
His veto statement follows: 
**I reject and veto the resolu­ 
tion for the reason that in my I 
opinion there will be sufficient 
money with which to pay for the 
same (street lights) and also be­ 
cause of numerous appeals being 
received from 
citizens of the 
city of Circleville, Ohio, who de­ 
clare that it will be for the best 
Interests of the city and its citi­ 
zens to have the streets lighted 
during the night season.*’ 
As a result of the mayor's ac­ 
tion, the street 
light 
situation 
stands as it did June 17 when 
council adopted a resolution which 
requested the utility to turn on the 
lights, July I. whiie electric com­ 
pany employe* 
were waiting to 
turn cm the lights a* soon aa coun­ 
cil approved an appropriation or­ 
dinance which would have set up 
funds to pay for the lights, coun­ 
cil made an about-face voting to 
kill the June 17 request. 
Council by a two-thirds vote can 
override the mayor’s veto, 
but 
whether this margin can be ob­ 
tained is a question. The city body 
haa been divided over the light 
question. 
Next meeting of council is Wed­ 
nesday, July 15. At this time the 
appropriation ordinance will be 
read for the second time. 
It is 
likely that an effort will be made 
to have it passed under suspension 
of rules, but again it is question­ 
able whether enough vdtes can be 
obtained to suspend rules. If not, 
the ordinance will require a third 
reading after which it can be ap­ 
proved by a majority vote.
